There is one thing in the financial 


situation I want a little light on. How 
comes it that with a balance of trade 
last year of about $350,000,000 in 
favor, of the United States we are ex- 
porting gold? With such a showing in 
our favor, it would seem that the laws 
of trade would compel the import of 
gold in the settlement of that balance. 


MERCHANT. 


If "Merchant" will take in the en- 


tire situation he will find his query 
easily explainable on business princi- 
ples. 


For the nine months of the current 


fiscal year, ending on the 31st of 
March, our exports of merchandise ex- 
ceeded imports by $823,881,519, and if 
we add to this our excess of exports of 
silver coin .and bullion, amounting to 
$24,978,008, we have a total trade bal- 
ance in our favor of §348,859,527. 
Against this total we imported in the 
same time only {62,078,416 net gold, 
leaving foreign nations indebted to *UB 
on the face of the books in the great 
sum o£ §286,2B1,112~ on nine months' 
business. 
If there was nothing behind 


this we should have received this sum 
in money or some equivalent, 


But unfortunately there is' a great 


deal behind.it. Our indebtedness to 
Europe in the way of bonds, stocks and 
other investments of European capital 
is believed, on the best estimates ob- 
tainable, to be not less than $5,000,- 
000,000. 
Interest on this at 4 per 


cent, a year would amount to $200,- 
000,000, or for nine months $150,000,- 
000. 
Then there is the expenditures of 


American tourists abroad, amounting 
probably to. 850,000,000 
for 
nine 


months. As our foreign trade is mainly 
in foreign vessels, it is estimated that 
for the three-quarters of the year we 
incurred $26,000,000 indebtedness on 
this account to foreign ship-owners. 


So we can very readily see where a 


goodly part of the balance of $286,- 
281,112 put to our credit during the 
nine months ending with March has 
gone—$150,000,000 as interest, §50,- 
000,000 to meet the expenses of Ameri- 
cans abroad, §20,000,000 on account of 
the earnings of foreign shippers—a 
tjtal of §226,000,000. 
And probably 


$50,000,000 more was needed to pay 
debts carried over from the previous 
year. 


These figures are the best attainable, 


and are generally accepted by economic 
writers. They reduce the trade balance 
resulting from our great volume of ex- 
ports to a matter of ten millions 
less, with no necessity apparent 
gold exports. But still there is a 
mnud for gold to be sent abroad, 
the two weeks ending on Saturday 
millions was shipped, and so this week 
there may be two or three millions 
moro. This results from the extra- 
ordinary demands for gold from Rus- 
sia, Japan and Austria, which have 
been making great accumulations of 
the precious metal. Gold has advanced 
in price in Loudou because of this de- 
maud, and the United States has a sup- 
ply most easily available to the London 
operators, hence the shipments. 
The 


gold is easily obtainable in New York 
either by paying a premium or by send- 
ing back some of our securities, classi- 
fied as our "invisible imports," which 
come in by mall and leave no custom 
house record. Gold, it will be seen, is 
not the absolutely stable) article that 
has been claimed. 
In London it has 


been recently at a premium over the 
bank or legal value. 
But in a greater 


degree its increase in value has been 
shown in the steady decline of other 
products, measured by the gold stand- 
ard. 
A given sum of gold wilt buy 


from one-half to two-thirds more of the 
great agricultural products than it 
would have done prior to the demonet- 
ization of silver in 1873. It takes two 
bushels of wheat or two pounds of cot- 
ton to pay debts in England that we 
paid prior to 1873 with one bushel or 
one pound. This condition, reacting 
on the purchasing power of the Ameri- 
can farmer, is the logical explanation 
of the depression in American business 
and industries.—Pittsburg Post. 


quote Speaker Reed on the subject of 
the last era of national prosperity, the 
date when it commenced and the year 
of its demise. 
On the 10th of Septem- 


ber last Mr. Reed made a speech in 
Portland, Maine, in which he said: 
"From 1879 to 1892 the United States 
grew in wealth, dignity and honor." 
He did not attribute this era of pros- 
perity to protective duties on imports. 
We had a high protective tariff from 
1861 until 1893, a period of 32 years. 
It had not prevented the panic of 
1873. . The drift of Mr. Reed's speech 
was that prosperity only attended those 
nations which paid more than they 
owed, and paid it in a better currency 
than they borrowed. 


Mr. Reed wholly omitted to mention 


the great dominating fact that the* era 
of prosperity referred to by him was 
coincident with the era of restored sil- 
ver coinage. 
The stealthy change in 


our coinage laws, by which John Sher-

man seunred the abolition of the legal 
tender quality of silver money -without 
the knowledge of congress, was the 
"Crime'of .,1873." This cirm'e was 
partially redressed in 1878 by the pas- 
sage of the Bland-Allison act, which 
restored the full legal tender quality of 
the ailver dollar, and provided for its 
coinage to the extent of not less than 
$2,000,000 a month. In 1890 the pur- 
chase of silver for use as money was 
more than doubled by the Sherman 
Purchase act,' which was a Republican 
caucus measure, passed by a Republi- 
can congress and approved by President 
Harrison. This act was repealed in 
1893. 
The legal tender quality of the 


silver dollar remained undisturbed, but 
no further addition to the supply could 
be made. 


From 1879 to 1892, the very years 


named by Mr. Reed as covering our 
last era of prosperity, Republican silver 
legislation added $680.000,000 to the 
volume of full legal tender 
metal 


money in this country. 
This was an 


average of $42,000,000 a year. 
It was 


this steady increase in the volume of 
money that made prosperity possible. 
The increasing demand for money, 
with the increase of populatipn and busi- 
ness, was, during that period, accom- 
panied by a corresponding increase in 
the supply. There was neither con- 
traction to reduce values nor inflation 
to unduly increase them. 
The gloom 


and disaster which have hung over the 
country like a pall since 1892 have 
been caused by the abandonment of this 
policy, and the inauguration of the 
policy of contraction by making the 
supply of money stationary, while the 
demand for its uses steadily increased. 
The country is indebted to Mr. Reed 
for the statement, upon such high 
authority, that our latest era of pros- 
perity commenced with the resurrec- 
tion of the silver dollar from the tomb 
in which John Sherman had placed

Cleveland's bill for the repeal of 
silver purchase law. 


We have another Republican author- 


ity from which to quote. It is espec- 
ially for the benefit of those who think 
that tariff legislation alone can restore 
prosperity, that we quote from Presi- 
dent 
Harrison. In his message of 


1890 he exulted over the impetus which 
had been given to business by the pas- 
sage of the Sherman Purchase Act. 
Some had endeavored to credit the Mc- 
Kinley tariff with the then prevailing 
activity in trade; but President Har- 
rison emphatically declared that not 
the tariff, but the increase of the vol- 
ume of money, by the purchase of four 
millions of ounces of silver per month 
for use as money, was the real cause of 
the greatly improved conditions.

upward tendency to trade, and had a 
marked effect on prices; 
but 
this 


natural and desired effect of the silver 
legislation was by many erroneously 
attributed to the new tariff act." 


According to these two great Repub- 


lican statesmen, prosperity goes with 
even a partial restoration 
of silver 


coinage, and increases with the in- 
crease in the amount of silver money 
added to the common stock; while de- 
pression, panic, business failures and 
shrinking of values accompany the ex- 
clusion of silver from our 
inints. 


Why, 
then, does not the Republican 


administration apply the former rem- 
edy? President McKinley voted to pass 
the silver coinage act of 1878 over the 
veto of President Hayes, and President 
Harrison helped to shape and place 
upon the statute book the Sherman 
Purchase Aot. 
We now find them sub- 


missively following in the footsteps of 
Mr. Cleveland, and carrying out his 
policy of ruin and disaster to all but 
usurers and sheriffs. 


Business men who are being bank- 


rupted by our present system of finance 
will have ample time, while sitting 
amid the ruins of their business enter- 
prises, to study up this question. But 
they will never be able to understand 
why the Republican leaders have pre- 
ferred to sin against light, and stultify 
themselves by reversing their own pol- 
icy.

When they 
are 


- • through, another and a larger force of 


men will be put to work constructing a 
roadway from the gates of the ball 
park up to and through the grounds.
